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PART I. 

COMPARISON OF ACTUALS WITH THE BUDGET 
ESTIMATE OF 1316 FASLI. 

RECEIPTS. 

According to the original Budget Estimate which was prepared 
in the Fasli year 1315, the Service Head Receipts of 1316 F. were esti- 
mated at Its. 4,73,82,300. In revision a year later that estimate was 
raised to Its. 5,09,27,000. The receipts as finally recorded in the 
Accounts Ollice \yerc, however, Its. 5,48,93,525. 

There was thus an increase of Its. 75,11,225 over the Budget 
estimates. From this amount, however, Its. 17,40,000 should be deduct- 
ed in order to get the amount of actual increase, that sum having been 
brought over from the accounts of the previous year, in which the fixed 
amount of 15 lakhs B. G. (H. S. Rs. 17,40,000) adjusted on account of the 
annual instalments payable by His Highness’ Government towards the 
Berar loan and the Two Crore loan had been omitted. It has, in future, 
been decided to make the necessary adjustments on the stipulated dates 
of payment without waiting for accounts from the Government of India. 

The actual increase of receipts over the Budget estimates was 
thus Rs. 57,71,225. 

The heads of increase are enumerated and explained below 

Under this head, the increase amounted to Rs. 19,44,123, the /,««»/ /frmm - . 
actual collections being Rs. 2,49,44,123 against the Budget estimate of 
Rs. 2,30,00,000. The revised estimate, Rs. 2,49,52,000, has thus been 
realised. This constitutes a record in Hyderabad Laud Revenue. The 
increase was mainly due to the receipt of 13 lakhs from Aurungabad 
District and the Tahsil of Ashti, on account of arrears of revenue due in 
the previous Fasli year. The new settlement regulations have also con- 
tributed to the increase, as they have been the means of gradually 
bringing new lands under cultivation. 
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Cuthm*. The next largest increase, Rs. 10,23,629, occurred under this 

iiead. The Budget estimate was Its. 65,00,000, the actual receipts, Rs. 
75,23,629. Customs proper accounted for the bulk of the increase, 
Rs. 9,49,940, while the receipts under Salt showed an increase of Rs. 
96,984, and under Octroi , there was a decrease of 23,295 from the Budget 
figure. The revenue from Customs also is the highest yet realised in 
His Highness* Dominions. It is worthy of note that though the Budget 
estimate was raised by 5 lakhs in the revised, the actuals were in excess 
even over the increased figure by 5 lakhs. The increase was chiefly due 
to a large rise in imports, the increased revenue under exports being 
one lakh. 

Mkan^ The increase under this head was Rs. 5,08,253, the actual 

receipts being Rs. 53,58,233 as against the Budget estimate of 
Rs. 48,50,000. It is partly explained by the receipt of arrears during 
the year, amounting to 1$ lakhs. The result of auctions not being known 
at the time of framing the Budget, it is not possible to frame estimates 
with any degree of certainty. It is noticeable that while there is a large 
increase in the receipts from the Districts (G$ lakhs) the City and Secun- 
derabad receipts actually show a decrease of over a lakh and a quarter. 

Opium. The increase under Ojnum (1,73,169) was due entirely to the 

recovery during the year of nearly 1} lakhs from Kawab Sultan-ul-Mulk 
Bahadur out of 3£ lakhs due by him. 

These brought in an increased revenue of Rs. 2,67,197 over 
the original estimates. This is in keeping with the tendency of 
recent years and the increase is explained by unusually large Sales of 
timljcr . The Financial Department has been assured that increased 
revenue is not obtained by over-exploitation of the forests in the State. 

Stomps and The increase under Stamps (1,31,903) as well as the increase, 

lU'jistmhnn. Rs. 37,800, in the receipts under tieyist ration, are the result of 
recent improvements effected in the administration. The actuals 
under Registration was Rs. 77,800 as against the Budget figure, 
which was also the average for the five previous years. Its. 40,000. 
The introduction of a higher scale of fees at the end of 13 J 5 Fasli, and 
improxed administration of the Department are bearing fruit in the 
rapid expansion of these two sources of revenue. 

The increase under this head was Rs. 3,08,500 and was 
mainly due to the interest on balances in the Bank of Bengal. The 
income from the balances which was estimated in tiie Budget at 4,00,000 
was increased in the revised to 5, 00,000, and the actual receipts were 
0,59,060. There was an increase (36,382) on Government of India [taper. 
The payment through the National Provincial Bank of the preceding 
year’s balance of the interest on one quarter of the Railway Guarantee 
Fund during the year under review, also contributed to the increase. 

l'wt Qflic r. The increase undser Post Office is due to the opening of about 

20 or more new Post Offices during the year.

The receipts from the Mint exceeded the Budget estimate £»'»/• 
by Us. 8,20,407, The increase was chiefly the result of adjustments 
made on account of transactions which took place in tho previous 
year, Noarly 3s) lakhs of the actual receipts, (Rs. 40,72,007) on account 
of Profits on bar silver wore realised during the iirst half of the year, 
after which the coinage of silver was suspended, Tho correction was 
made in the revised estimate for 1310 Fasli. 

The increase under Police receipts (1,00,221), chiefly derived 
from the 4 pies share of Local Cess, for the maintenance of village 
police, is accounted for by increased Land Revenue receipts with 
which it varies. 

The above are the main heads of increase. Smaller increases 
(under a lakh) over the Budget estimates occurred under Mines (7,490), 

Post Office (19,j62), Courts of Law (03,047), Jails (47, 107), Education 
(12,496), Nazarana (12,096), Co/itnlmtion(0i,051), Miscellaneous (70,257), 

Military Department (41,546), and’ Itailways (57,459). 

Sale proceeds of unclaimed cattle and miscellaneous items contri* rwh »i !,»»< 
buted to the increase from the receipts from Courts of Law. 

The increased receipts from Jails were due to increased 
Supplies to both Government Offices and to the public. 

The inclmse from Susanina was duo to the auction of a large 
number of Vatandars on account of lapse of heirs. 

The only noticeablo item of increase under this head is on Malian 
account of the imonii of attached Jnyirs hold in deposit previously, being 
credited to Government in the year under review. 

This head for the first time received receipts on account of the (\,utnhuhn„t 
deductions which are made from Mansabdars on employment under 
Government or otherwise. It is interesting to note that over 14,000 
were contributed by Mansabdars taking up private employment and 
50,000 from those in Government service. 

The Earnings of the Broad Gunge Railway improved and contri, s 
buted to an excess of Rs. 30,000. The Earnings of the Metre Gauge, 
however, decreased, but certain Minor items combined, have resulted 
in a total increase, of Us. 57,000. 

Decreases occurred under Medical (31,490) and Irrigation and 
Public Works Department (15,44S). 

The most noteworthy of the decreases is that under Medical. 

The receipts under this head being chiefly derived from the One Pie 
Cess they should have increased with the increased Land Revenue* 

The only explanation possible is that the adjustment was not nude by 
the Local Funds during the year. 
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Imga iwn. Besides Medical , tire only head which shows a noteworthy 

decrease is Public Works, Although the figure is not very large, 
tho continuous decrease oE receipts under Irrigation, which were 
41,000 in 1 112 Fasli, and 25,000 in 1315 Fasli, and 11,000 in 1310 Fasli, 
is noteworthy. Under Public Works, the Rent of Bungalows managed 
by Public Works Officers actually realised is less than was budge tted 
for hut higher than the last four years; but receipts from private pipe- 
con iteef tons which were budgetted for at 23,800 are only 4,100 in the 
accounts and ure much less than the actuals of 1313 and 1314 Fasli. 

Atljmhnent* uj The item of 05,823 under Adjustment of advances of previous 

fidruurfs^ j>f years which was necessarily not budgetted for is on account of certain 
i»uvm* ijmr* j MlV ment8 of Sarf-e-khas Yeomialis and Uusiuns which had been wrongly 
debited to the Dewani Service Heads instead of against Remittances to 
Sarf-e-khas, 


EXPENDITURE. 

The expenditure budgetted for 1316 Fasli was 4,46,12,034. The 
accounts show that tho actual expenditure was Rs. 4,70,02,472, or an 
excess of Rs. 23,90,388. This, however, does not give a correct idea of 
tho position. In order to get a true comparison we have to deduct 
Rs. 28,53,541, the excess under Purchase of Stock , Rs. 10,57,1 19 on 
account of Interest , really a b 10 k adjustment corresponding to the 
adjustment on account of Bcrnr rent, and 5,43,033 on account adjust- 
ment of advances in previous years not provided for in the Budget, 
The net result will then be a decrease in actual expenditure as compared 
with the estimate of Rs. 2l),G3,305.

Owing to the non-entertainment of the full sanctioned Esfab* 
lishment there was a saving under Customs. 

A similar reason accounts for the decrease in the expendi- 
ture under Forests. 

Stamps and largo savings under Supplies and Stores explain the savings 

Rpgiit ration un( * cr Clamps. The increase under Registration is formal nnd was due 

to the introduction of salaried Registrar in the City in place of 
Kcgistrais who ^ere paid by fees. 

j t,nt A considerable portion of the decrease arose from transfer- 

ring the grant of 1,46,000 for Extension to Mint buildings from *' Mint ”, 
to the appropriate head “Public Works." There have also been 
savings in the exjienditure under this head in respect of Purchase 
of Dead stuck, Recoinage of silver and Overtime Allowance. 

(hntral Ad - Die chief decreases under General Administration occurred 

miHshationT owing to the vacancy in the appointment of the Military Moin-nl- 
Maham, and savings in the Judicial Secretary's Ofjlce and in the Accoun- 
tant General'* Office and in respect of Tuhrir of Raja Sheoraj and under 
Debt Commission. Against these had to be set an increase in the 
Revenue Secretary's Office on account of the payment of the full salary to 
the Joint Secretary. 

I'nurt* of U\r Vacancies account for the savings in Courts of Law, 

jwlx The decrease in expenditure on Jails occurred in the Hydera- 

bad, Gulharga and District Jails, on account of Prisoners ' Rations, 
The Reserve of 26,000 remained unused. Increases in Waraugul, 
Nizauiabad and Aurangabad Jails largely counteracted the effect of 
these decreases, leaving a net saving of 18,480. 


7Vif r l he decrease in the expenditure on the Police is attributable 

to vacancies lemnining long unfilled, fines and desertions, notwith- 
standing an excess of expenditure of Us. 50,000 under Village Police. 

J dilation. The decrease in the Educational expenditure was partly due 

to the selection of Scholars for European and Asiatic Scholarships 
not being made until half the year was out, and partly to the grant 
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for (he reorganization of the Engineering School not having been 
spent. There was also a saving ,3000) in Scholarships in the 
Madrasa-i*Alia. 

Under the head Medical a large part of the allotment foi Plague -1 fedienl 
Measures remained unspeut, and there was a saving also in the 
Purchase of European and Country medicines. The decrease would 
have been still greater but for the purchase and repair of X Ilay Appa- 
ratus and the Reserve for reorganization, 30,000, remaining unspent. 

The decrease under Mans'* bs was due to tho amalgatna. Ra- 

tion of tho special Mansab Establishment with the general Establish- 
ment of the Accountant General’s office and to estimates of Paymcnls 
to Manmbdars having been framed not only with reference to the full 
Taqarrur but also to arrears which were met from savings. 

The large savings under Rasmus were due to the revenue It/ 
Department not having paid olT the arrears for which full pro\ision 
is nude year after year 

The increased expenditure in Pensions is due to the provision Pnmns. 
made for disbursement of new pensions pro\ ing inadequate. 

Tho scheme for pensioning off large numbers of Nazm came AW /**«*«»<•' 
into force late in the year and the greater part of the allotment, 
therefore, remained unspent. 

The chief cause of the increase was the transfer of the Iiutyasis UimmI Allow- 
of the late Anwdrkhan (10,000) and Allowances trails/ erred under lhe nn 
Kazm reduction orders. T) , .

A large sum of the grants for religious and charitable purposes < hnntahl * 
remained unspent , J r,nlh 

The increase under Hi ale Receptions is due to charging to the ^ lnfe 
year under review a portion ( 29 , 000 ) of the expenditure on account of 
the Reception of His Royal Hiyhncss the Prince of UTi/ea in the previous 
year, as well as tho amount spent on His Excellency the Viceroy's Recep- 
tion (64,00k), to the accounts of 1316 Fasli. The total expenditure re- 
corded up to the end of 1310 Fasli, on His Royal Highness the Prince of 
Wales’ Reception camo to 10,04 ,7G1. 

The grant made for the English press, for the Purchase of type, Pnnitny. 
machinery etc., and the Reserve remained unused. 

Under Miscellaneous savings occurred under Printing of Civil m,., ’rlhotitni* 
List (4,000), Fees to Pleaders (19,0n0) and owing to a portion of the grant 
under Reserve (37,0CO) not being spent. There was an incieaso in Loss 
by Exchange (35,000). 

The increase of Hr. 3,61,191 in the Settlement of Old slate Debts N'Ubmwt <>f 
is partly due to adjustment of payments made in the previous year in Old Hut* b> i- 
the accounts of 1316 Fasli, Tl.c e'ccss under this head would have 
been over 7 lakliB but for the fact that the 4] lakhs provided for sc ttle- 
ment of Debt Commission cases lcmaii.ed unused and a sum of Its. 

1,07,000 which did not appeal in the original Budget was employed in 
the redemption of Railway Shares held by NawabSultan ul-Mulk.

The large savings in Public Works expenditure in the Irriga- 
tion and General Branches calls for special notice In the Irrigation 
Branch, the lapsed grants amounted to over 7 lakhs, and in the General 
Branch to over 2 lakhs. 

In the Irrigation Branch there were savings of 14,00* on ac- 
count of Establishment , 32,000 in the Executive Staff , 7,000 on account of 
Instruments and 4,000 on Mahratwara survey. There was a saving of 

5.86.000 under Works, 3,34,000 being under Original works, 2,27,000 under 
Repairs and 25,000 under Maintenance. 

In the General Branch, the savings under Works amounted to 

2.27.000 of which 2,11,000 were under Original Works , and 16,000 under 
Repairs and Maintenance . There was a reduction under District Estab- 
lishment and Purchase of drawing materials counterbalanced by an in- 
crease in the Office of the Superintendent Engineer , (fee. 

The largest item in the decrease of Military expenditure is ob- 
viously under Irrpgular Troops owing to the Takhfif orders, the reduc- 
tions in the Rissalailchas being 3,10,200, Imtyasis under Reduction, 28,000, 
Minors 14,000, and Sham Mahbonb 14,000. On tho other hand, for the 
same reason there was an increase of .'>,000 under Shikargah. Tho next 
considerable savings were under Imperial Service Troops, (nearly 
4?, W0), of which 1.1, 1)00 was on account of Mobilisation charges and 9.000 
Transport charge *. The only increases that call for mention are, 6,600 on 
account of full pay to the Secretary ; 22,000 for tho Purchase of mnslccls for 
the Regular Troops, ; and an increase 10,00'J in the cost of the Feed of 
horses of the Regular Troops. 

No provision could be made for this in the Budget estimate. 
Us. 1,4 *,000 wore adjusted during the year on account of advances 
made for the construction of the Saifabad Palace. 


PART II. 

COMPARISON OP BUDGET WITH REVISED 
ESTIMATES OF 1317 F. 

A statement giving tho principal variations in the Revised esti- 
mates is appended to this part. 

It is only necessary to glance cursorily at the Revised estimates 
a*, under the present arrangements for preparing them they are of little 
use cither as a measure of gauging tho Actual receipts and expenditure 
dm mg the year oi as a help to forecast the financial requirements of 
the succeeding year. In several cases, either the Budget figures are 
repealed with slight modifications as Revised figures or some more or 
less conjectural figure is given. A more efficient system of Revised esti- 
mates cannot be expected till the attempts that are being made to 
ensure a prompt and accurate transmission of figures from the districts 



to the Accountant General, take effect- ami arc in!i*lii^ontly assisted by 
the co-operation of the district officers an 1 the respective Secretariats. 
The Financial Department has at the time of preparing Revised esti- 
mates only the figures of the first six, or at the most, eight months of 
the year to go upon. These, it need hardly bo said, are of little use in 
judging of the receipts or expenditure during the second half of the 
year. As icgards receipts, th.ise during the iirsl six months do not 
stand in any constant ratio to the receipts m tin 4 sccon 1 half of the year, 
while as regards expenditure the tendency of the large spending depart- 
ments is to postpone a greater part of their expenditure to the second 
half of the year. Tin* figures, too, come to the Financial Department too 
late to allow of any correspondence or personal discussion with the res- 
pective departments prcliminarv to the pi cpi rat ion of the Financial 
Statement. In order to enable Die different depirlmcnts to revise 
their estimates in the light of facts that may lie available after the date 
fixed for the submission of their liist, estimates, the Financial Depart- 
ment, had issued a circular just, before the time fixed for the preparation of 
the Budget, suggesting that they may semi up any modifications that 
may be necessary, but this has not been taken advantage of by any of 
the departments except Forests. 


UEUEIIMS. 

The total Estimate of receipts for 11117 was Us. 4,01 ,05,700 and 
the lteviscd figures were Its. 4,05,02,000 : the decrease thus being 
Us. 26, 0JJ, 400. 


The principal heads under which decreases occurred were Cus- 
toms proper (1,70,600), Salt (0,000), (Mroi (30,000), I’osl-Offhc (1, SI), 800), 
Mint (25,22,000), whilst the main increases were under Land Revenue 

(2.47.000) , Ablcari (82,000), Forests (1,11,000), Stamp* (53,000), Mis- 
cellaneous (05,000), and Railway* ( 15, 000) 

The decrease under Customs proper was mainly due In the 
falling off under Exports, whilst that under Fust Office was due to non- 
introduction of yer\ ice Stamps during the year although provision for 
the same was made in the estimates. Under Mint , the falling off was 
chiefly due to suspension of silver operations from bar silver. 

Taking now the increases, that under Land Revenue occurred 
mainly under Uyotwan villages (2, DO, 000), and V illages under attachment 

(45.000) . It may be remarked that tin* agricultural conditions prevailing 
at the time of framing the Budget make it difficult to arrive at even an 
approximately corieel figure, and as it would appear that the actual 
collections during the first six months of the year were comparatively 
larger, the higher revised estimate appears justifiable. 

The increase under Abkari was chiefly due to the administra- 
tion of Mcdak distiict having been brought under Amani; that under 
Forests to increase in sale of timber owing to better arrangements for 
regulating felling of trees for fuel; that under 'tamps is made up of 
increased salo of Ueven ue and Judicial stamps, Process Service stamps 
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and Stamps supplied to Jagliirdai s. With regard to this head it may 
be noted that the Budget estimate for 1317 was 9,5(5,000 which was 
placed at a higher figure than that for 13 1 0 (3,1 0,100), owing to improve- 
ment in Stamp Administration generally. The higher estimate has not 
only been justified but there has also Iwen a further improvement to the 
extent of Its. 53,000. 

The increase under Miscellaneous was due partly to the rate of 
official exchange having been raised for account purposes from 116 to 
1 16-10-8 and partly to the facilities the Government have given for paying 
Government dues like Ijand Revenue in Ilalli by allowing them to 
exchange 13. G. Its. in district tieasuries at the rate of 115 11 H. 
Small but interesting items of increase were Interest on account 
of additional Promissory Notes under Interest, Law Class Receipts, 
under Education and income from Government Bungalows under 
Public Works, 


EXPEND! TUNIS. 

The net decrease under expenditure is about 17 lakhs and 
would have been accounted for entirely by the reduction in the Revised 
estimate (17 lakhs), which the Finance Department has been obliged to 
make under Public Works on account of the lapses that arc certain to 
occur at the end of the year in the large Budget grants that were made 
to this Department in the beginning of the year. The provision, how- 
ever, under Purchase of Slock has had to be increased by 17 lakhs due 
principally to the formation of a Famine Reserve of 50 lakhs. Thus 
there still remains a decrease of 17 lakhs to lie accounted for. 

Owing to non-introductiou of Service Postaye Manips during the 
year none of the total provision of lakhs made on that account was 
used under the different service heads. A similar provision has been 
made for the next year when it is expected to bo utilised. 

On the other hand, another item which runs through the 
accounts of all the Departments, drain Compensation for de trncss of 
provision, was not budgetted for but it is estimated that Its. 3,75,000 
will have been spent under this head by the end of the year. Scarcity 
also accounts for increase of 21,000 in feed of horses under Military, 

About 2J lakhs of decrease under Mini is due to suspension of 
operations of Rupee coinage and consequent reduction in Establishment 

(31.000) in Purchase of Kaw materials (l,43 f 00(>) and of Dead stock 

(40.000) and Assay Fees (12,00.)); about lakhs to the non-utilisa- 
tion of the Reserve grant of 3 lakhs made for reorganization of tho 
Educational Department; 2 lakhs to savings on account of pay of Officers, 
Establishment, Bhatta and Purchase of Tents under Land Revenue (40,000) 
the remainder under that head being made up of savings in Service 
Postage (Rs. 1,50,000); about l| lakhs on account of savings in 
Salaries and Bhatta of the Police force owing to non-employment of the 
full sanctioned strength ; about 1£ lakhs, under Military owing to reduc- 
tions in Irregular troops and amalgamation of the Brigade offices 
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against an increase of 68,00') owing to the addition of a Fourth Squadron 
to the Imperial Service Troops; about o n* I ikh decrease is duo to the 
provision for Settlement of old debts not h iving been fully utilised ; 
about one lakh again under Law and Justice owing to savings in Salaries 
and bhatta of officers and establishment. 

Under Printing the Reserve grant for the extension of the 
English Jail Press has not been utilised. 

Under Xtnte Receptim ir and ttntcrtauimciils, a provision of 
2 lakhs had boon made in connection with the Vie 'regal Visit, of 
which nearly H lakhs were spent leaving an unexpended balance of 
Rs. 75,000. There has also been a saving in Plague to the extent of 
Rs. 110,00 ) and of an equal amount under Medical Reserve. There was 
a decrease of 20,600 under (tenoral Administration, tho increase due to 
the pay on account, of the newly created office of Financial Secretary 
and of tho whole-timo Secretary to the Debt Commission being more 
than counterbalanced by savings in the Accountant General's office, and 
Fits Excellency’s tour expenses. 

Under Miscellaneous there has been an increase of I lakh on 
account of donation to the Indian Famine Charitable Relief Fund gener- 
ously sanctioned by His Highness in view of the distress in Northern 
India and settlement of oi l Famine oulst.in lings. 

Hie Budget estimate under Purchase of stoclc far 1317 was 
;j.“),8:».00u and provided for the purchase of 2') lakhs Government 
Promissory Notes for the Kaldar Reserve and .608,000 worth of 
Railway delvMiluros. Instead of tho purchase of 20 lakhs for the 
Kaldar Reserve, Governm nit have purchased 30 lakhs B. G. for tho 
Famine Reserve, to which they have transferred 20 lakhs B. G. from 
tho General Reserve, thereby bringing it up to 50 lakhs. Tho General 
Reserve also has received an addition of 2,91,000 B. G. of Promissory 
Notes during I ho year. All these purchases were made at a very 
favourable rale hath in the op mi Market and tendering for the new 
loan issued by the Governm-ml of India, tho rates obtained being 
between 93-0 and 06-1 p»r hundred. Hie purchase of these additional 
Promissory Notes of the face value of 12,81,000 B. G. account for an 
increase of II lakhs out of 17 lakhs under Revised. Tho remaining3 
lakhs is on account of purchase of £'25,000 of stock of the Metro Gauge 
for £ 21,875 only.

COM PAH ISON OF BUDGET ESTIMATES OF 1318 WITH 1317 F. 

Before l proceed to the explanation of the different figures and 
increases in the Budget statement submitted herewith, I should like to 
point out, as Mr. Oasson Walker did in his last Budget Note when work- 
ing out the State balances, that our Budget includes in its totals certain 
items which should be excluded in order to ascertain the true condition 
of our finances independently of extraneous or temporary influences,— to 
ascertain, in other words, how far our normal revenues are elastic and 
at what rate our normal expenditure is progressing. The items which 
I think, should be thus excluded are these 

(a) The Bcrar rent of 23 lakhs B. (J. per annum which is 
shown under Receipts and out of which 1.1 lakhs are adjusted partly as 
Interest and partly in Settlement of Old Debts on the expenditure side 
leaving a net balance of B. G. 10 lakhs a year to Government. 

(I>) Purchase of Stock on the expenditure side is really no ex- 
penditure at all but an alteration of the form in which our cash balances 
arc held. These purchases of stock are made either from the Profits on 
Coinage and go to form the Kaldar Reserve, or from the accumulations 
of the surpluses which we are having for some years past and which go 
to form either our General Reserve or Special Famine Reserve or the 
Reserve we hatfc built up to pay off His Highness’ Promissory Notes 
which were issued 10 years ago and which will become due 1U years 
hence. 


As Purchase of Stock is excluded, the Profits on Coinage which 
appear under Mint as part of the Mint receipts and from which, as 
already stated, a considerable portion of tho purchase of stock is effec- 
ted, and also the Adjustments on account of Coinage Ojterations which 
appear as part of Mint expenditure under Mint on the expenditure side 
should also be both excluded. 

(c) There are two heads with tho same designation both on 
tho receipt and expenditure side termed “ Advances on account of pre- 
vious years " and “ Suspense Account. ” These and the expenditure 
under “ Settlement of Old Debts", so far as it does not pertain to the 
Berar loan above alluded to, should also be excluded in any estimate 
of our normal financial position. 

(d) Lastly, there are the figures on account of Railways on 
both sides of the account. The working of the Railways is actually 
outside the general administration of the State and thus the inclusion of 
the total net earnings on the receipt side and of the total amount of 
dividend payable to the shareholders from the earnings on the expendi- 
ture side serves only to exaggerate our receipts and expenditure. To 
avoid this exaggeration, only the balance, after deducting the expendi- 
ture from the receipt figures, should be taken into account and shown 
separately. 
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I propose, accordingly, in this note throughout to give always 
first the figures after making the subtractions I have in Heated abivo, 
ami then take these heads themselves so as to tally them witli the 
figures of totals shown in the Budget. 

After making the deductions noted above the figures for 131(5 F , 
1317 F., and 1318 F. stand as follows:—

A glance at the above table brings out the tendency to under- 
estimate receipts and over-estimate ex|je:iditure in all the departments. 
A comparison of the Budget, devised and Actuals for 1314 and 1315 Fasli, 
also leads to the same conclusion. In the revised estimates the surplus 
generally goes up l»v between 30 and 4!) lakhs, while in the final Ac- 
counts it is still further increased by about 25 and 3) lakhs. In tip 
circumstances, therefore, though the receipts from Land Revenue for 
1318 Fasli arc increased by 10 lakhs, the estimated surplus of nearly 31 
lakhs will probably increase in the accounts to between 75 and 80 lakhs, 
if the season does not- prove unfavourable It will also bo seen that the 
hudgetted surplus for 1018 is nearly the sum as that bulgettol for 
1317, though both receipts and expenditure are taken at min what 
larger figures. 

RECEIPTS. 

Variations occur in the Budget estimates for 1318 Fasli as 
compared with the Budget for 1317, in the following heads. In accord- 
ance with the practice in previous years, comparisons are mule with 
the Budget figures and not with the Revised of the previous year.

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The increase of 10 lakhs has been made by the lie venue Secre- 
tary in view of the actuals of 1310 Fasli under Ryotioary villages and 
Villages under attachment. The actual income upfco the end of Tir 1317 
in his books is already 2,30,00,000 and, therefore, in expectation of 
a favourable season, the estimate for 131S has been raised to 2 crorcs 10 
lakhs. The actuals in 1316 were 2J crores, but as this amount included 
a considerable sum on account of arrears of revenue it is not deemed 
safe to raise the estimate higher. 

There is a reduction of 6,00,000 in the estimated revenue. 
The Kevcnue Department has based this estimate on the average 
of the last five years, which is 63,88,000, and also on the fact that 
the actual income for eight months upfco the end of Tir was 
40,30,882 and the income for the last four months of 1316 Fasli, was 
15,61,896 which taken together come to a little over 03 lakhs The 
accounts for 1316 wore over 75 lakhs. 

The increase of 90,000 under this head is due to the Medak 
district having been brought under the Amani system. 

In the last five years 1312 to 1316, 1500 boxes of opium have 
been imported, giving an average of 300 per annum, on which the pass 
fee at 700 11. G. per chest is 2,44,000. The other increase is on 
account of contract for Sale of Opium . 

There is an increase of one lakh under Forests managed by 
forest officers. It is justified bv the Forest Department by its 
actual leceipts, 5,5*2.503, upto the end of Khurdad. The receipts for 
the remaining live months are expected to complete the 8 lakhs. 

Of the increase under this head, 30,000 is expected to accrue 
under Revenue and Judicial Stamps and 10,000 under Process Service 
Stamps. 

The increase under Interest is mainly from (lovernmcnl 
I*romissronj Notes and is due to the increase on the following 
additions to investments :~

In view, however, of the difficulties that 
have been experienced in toll tax collection it is very doubtful 
whether this anticipation will be realised.

The decrease under this head is chiefly of Refund a under Land 
Revenue. The Budget under Laud Revenue Refunds for 1317 is 6 lakhs. 

The Departmental Secretary's estimate for 1318 was 0,45,000. The Ac- 
counts office, on the other hand, have estimated 5 lakhs, and although 
that estimate is fair enough in view of the average for the last five years 
and the actuals of 1315, 1 have estimated it at 51 lakhs, as a mean bet- 
ween the two estimates, which accounts for the decrease under this 
head. 

The decrease is chiefly due to the amount of arrears which was 3* v^n 
included in 1316, not being required, and it would have ken greater but ,m,/ 
for toe fact that the Aurangabad and other Cantonments excise contracts ' *- 
have been let for a larger sum, thereby increasing the share payable to 
tiie Cantonment authorities. 

The increase is due partly to full pay provision for acting La, l Tin tun 
Talnqdars but mainly to a reserve of 52,000 for the creation of an 
Irrigation Settlement Department which will be responsible for:— 

( i ) the preparation and accuracy of all revenue estimates for 
all new proposed Irrigation works ; 

(ii) the bringing under irrigation of all lands under tanks 
newly constructed or restored ; and 

( iii ) the submission of accounts showing the annual results of 
completed Irrigation projects. 

The creation of this department is tire outcome of a unanimous 
resolution of a Committee consisting of Messrs. Casson Walker, Dunlop,

The General Branch Budget for 1318 is higher by 3 lakhs as 
Gwi'ii Brunt h. compared with that for 1317. 2} lakhs, however, have been provided 
specially for the purchase of a site and erection of the new Ntramta 
Observatory , so that really the increase amounts to 75,000. The Super- 
intending Engineer had framed his estimates at 42 lakhs, but the Finance 
Department immediately informed him that it could not agree to any in- 
crease over the last year’s grant which, under Works, was exactly double 
of what it was five years ag) and suggested certain lines along which 
reduction should be made. The reason assigned by the Snperiutening 
Engineer for this large proposed increase in the grant, namely, the in- 
creased staff sanctioned for the Department, is not one u hich should 
operate suddenly to increase, to such a large extent, the outlay on roads 
and buildings in the very next year, especially when the grant allowed 
is really 12 lakhs more than what was expected to be actually spent in 
the previous year. It is necessary in the first place that there should be 
prejjared a comprehensive programme of Works for the whole State, to 
be systematically carried out in the coming years, and the increased staff 
would best be engaged in preparing principally such a Bcheme for one or 
two years. As regards Roads, what is urgently needed is a careful 
survey of the couutry in which should be mapped out the existing roads, 
and their relative condition, as well as the new roads required and 
the year ill which they would be made, having in view both the railway 
lines at present running through the State and their proposed extensions. 
Without such a survey, His Highness’ Government have no means of 
judging of the urgency or otherwise of the making of any particular 
road, and important connections may come to be overlooked in favour 
of comparatively minor extensions in the system of road communica- 
tions. Again, as regards Buildings, there is too much reason to believe 
that the expenditure is determined not so much by the requirments 
of the public as by the importunity of one or two Departments. Here 
again there is urgent need to hiy down a definite plan of work. Build- 
ings which are intended to meet public needs, such as Schools aud 
Hospitals, should have always precedence over buildings meant for 
residential purposes. Then it is to be feared that buildings are some- 
times constructed on a lavish scale, without sufficient regard to the 
requirements, position ami mode of life of the probable occupiers. 
Standard plans should be prepared with these considerations in view. 
Large buildings, in the City, which may be regarded as monuments of 
His Highness’ beneficent reign, should, of course, be designed by 
experts with due regard to architects al effect, and expenditure on such 
buildings will have to be determined by considerations of a different 
character. 



It is for these reasons that it has not been found possible* to in- 
crease the grant under Public Works, CIcneral lira neb, to a larger extent 
than that provided in the Budget. It may bo added that, as it is, the 
grant is 12J lakhs more than the revised estimate of expenditure fm* 
131 7 F. and is only 23,000 less than the final estimate of the Pubhe 
Works Secretariat. Tho Rejerrc for the (leneial Branch even alter 
the ml action stand at 2.1 0,00.), of which l, 3:1,07.1 is tho Departmental 
Reserve , 30,001) is a new Reserve for works in progress which could 
not be completed or paid iur holme the dose of the current yen 
and 53,128 the Ordinary Reserve for rc.ippiopriations under the |.o\\vi 
granted to the Public Works Pepin tnient authorities. With regard t<» 
the Departmental Reserve it is satisfactory to note that it shows a 
reduction of about 5, ‘20,000 in tho amount which had been found neces- 
sary last year to provide on account of buildings for which no plans had 
been prepared an! which were expected to be undertaken in the 
current year. As regards the Ordinary Jtcscrec of 53,123 it may be 
observed that the Public Works Pepirtmont had asked for thru* 
separate Reserves.

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A reference to tho Statement of dash Balances, which is appen- M /«&> »< w 
ded, reveals the very satisfactory progress that will have, with God’s 
grace., been made by the end of 1318. The year 1317 opened with a cash 
balance of 4 crores and 77 lakhs and we expect to close the year 13 is 
with a cash balance of 4 crores and 96 lakhs or an increase of 19 lakhs. 

The increase under Debt heads amounts only to 1 1 lakhs, so that there is 
a clear addition of 8 lakhs to our cash balances on account of surplus of 
revenue over expenditure. At the same time, wes hall have paid oil from 
our Cash Balances 50 lakhs B. Gs. of the Borar Loan, set apart 30 lakhs 
B. Gs. in Government Promissory Notes to complete tho Famine 
Reserve Fund of 50 lakhs, built up a reserve of over 15 lakhs B. Gs. in 
Government Poinissory Notes for the piyinent of His Highness’ 

Promissory Notes, augmented the General Reserve by about 3 lakhs 
Government Promissory Notes, and purchased £ 93,000 of Railway 
Debentures ( = 14 lakhs B. Gs. ), all these transactions going 
to mako up a total of over one crorc and ton lakhs B.Gs. or one crore 
and thirty lakhs Mahbubias 

The same difficulties to which reference has boon made in each Me of Snh. 
successive Note, have been experienced this year in the submission of mimon. 
this Budget Note. The real remedy, in my opinion, lies in advancing the 
beginning of the Financial year by three in jntlis. At present it begins 
before tho date when the Revenue Secretary can satisfactorily frame 
the estimates of Lau l Revenue, which is the pivot of our receipts, and 
the auction sales of Abkari take place ; and the estimates that he now 
submits are more conjectural than they need be and are received so late 
as to leave but very few days for even the routine processes which have 
to be gone through between their receipt at the Accountant General’s 
Office and their presentation to tho Cabinet Council. Thus, any discus- 
sion with the sevoralDopvrtiu juts, which iniy be necessary on their 
respective proposals, and which it would bo very desirable to have in 
the interests of correct estimating, is out of the question. [ am given 
to understand that the Public Works Department, too, find that the 
Financial year begins at present at a very inconvenient season for their 
operations.
